Noted that in several instances certain CIA officers had refused to 
accept assignments and recommended that in such cases these officers be 
allowed to resign or be dismissed under the Director's authority 
(established in Section 102, paragraph (c) of the National Security 
Act of 194T.) The Director approved but stated we should be careful 
to carry out agreements made with employees, particularly those involving 
overseas assignments. 
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
